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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although there were proposed amendments to 
the claims, the amendments only brought limitations from a dependent claim into independent claim 1. The dependent claim was still 
rejected by the same reference as independent claim and also does not bring in any new matter. Applicant argues that neither reference 
disclose, teach, or suggest meshes inclined toward the outer circumference of the filter body in a lying posture relative to the blood 
current, and the mesh size of the meshed material decreasing toward the central part of the concave which.is the farther end of direction 
(see Fig. 1 1 j. Examinder respectfully disagrees. The meshes of Gilson^t al. are indeed inclined toward the outer circumference of the 
filter body. As is also noticeable by the mesh of Gilson et al., the mesh size decreases as the mesh moves toward the farther end (as 
shown in Fig. 1 1 , the pore sizes decrease towards the farther eftd). Applicant also argues that the references neither disclose, teach, or 
suggest support wires extending radially in the direciton toward the closecJ farther end. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As is shown in 
Fig. 11, the support wire indeed extend radially radially toward the out circumference and in the direction of the closed further end. 
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
